The ABC’s Children’s Book Competition, now in its third year, seeks to help fledgling authors. Each year they judge hundreds 
of manuscripts and narrow the field down. I am overjoyed to find out lam one of 12 finalists. The first prize winner will have 
his/her book published and distributed in many places, and will also have books to sell, and can receive royalties. It’s a great prize! 
The catch is, the company doing the competition figures the fledgling authors are 1n the real world and in the real world nothing 
comes without promotion. THE WINNER IS CHOSEN BY THE NUMBER OF ONLINE VOTES! The voting will be done in 
September during a two week period when each computer can only vote once per day for the two weeks. The writers have been 
chosen; they are matched with an illustrator and the team both solicits votes. HOWEVER I am at a disadvantage, being both writer 
and illustrator. I must work twice as hard In September when they tell me it’s voting time, I will then email you and beg (ask you 
politely) if you'll vote for my book.
